order. After the confusion had somewhat 
subsided, the motion to receive the m in­ 
ority report was defeated on the point of 
order, that no m inority platform bad 
tieen presented, Oliu was then jiennit- 
tcd by courtesy to add to his report a 
resolution of tho Woman’s Huilrage ques­ 
tion which ho had presented in commit­ 
tee and had been defeated thorn. 
It de­ 
clared in favor of referring tiio entire 
suiFrage m atter to the States promising 
th at the Prohibition party, a i a National 
party, as fast as it came into power,would 
subm it the question to tho people, to Ire 
by them settled as tiiey see lit by tho 
ballot box. 
The report of the minority was then 
received, and anotiier scene of great dis­ 
order and tum ult followed. Among the 
confusion could be heard tho (gave! of 
Chairm an fit. John rapidly splintering 
the table in the vain effort to quiet the 
delegates, who were all on their feet, and 
all. as a m atter of fact, had the floor. 
I t was finally settlea th at the majority 
report should bo considered section by 
auction, under tho live-minute rule gov­ 
erning th e debate. The preamble aud 
first four planks were adopted without 
debate, one or two attem pts to uinond 
the verbiage slightly failing. On the 
tariff plank n warm discussion occurred 
on the proposition to Btrike out the 
clause referring to taxation other tbun 
import duties. “ And by an equitable 
assessm ent upon property and ligitimate 
business of the country,” were finally 
struck out and and the plank as am«ud- 
od was adopted. 
The sixth plank on Woman Suffrage 
was then read and th e battle of th e Ses­ 
sion began. 
Twenty-three 
delegates 
from Wisconsin moved to am end it by 
substituting tho Olin 
resolution. 
Nu­ 
merous dilatory motions were then mado 
in the vain effort to choke oil discussion, 
but all failed and th e debate began. 
The firet prom inent speaker was T . C. 
Richmond, of Wisconsin, who favored a 
substitute and appealed to the conven­ 
tion not to divide the party, for it wotild 
cost Prohibition thousands of votes in 
the South, if Woman Suffrage was en­ 
dorsed. 
At this juncture M r. Dickie, of Michi­ 
gan, tried to compromise m atters by 
moving th at the debate be conllned to 
two hours. Four leading men on each 
side to speak. The Convention would 
not hear of it, and the wrangle proceeded. 
Mrs. Merriwenther, of Missouri, denied 
th at woman suffrage was oppose»! in the 
Houth. Those who said so knew not 
whereof they spoke. 
Mrs. Perkins, of Ohio, followed in an 
earnest plea for tho ballot for women, 
without which tho tem perance move­ 
m ent was sadly hampered. 
Prof. Olin repeated bis argum ent sub­ 
stantially as contained in his report, and 
8am Small, who was originally opposed 
to the m ajority report, said it was in a 
spirit of compromise that he and othors 
sided witli the majority. 
He urged the 
Convention to do likewise. 
, 
Other speakers w ere: Messrs. Tate, of 
Tennessee; Bain, of Kentucky, 
and 
Craafell, of Texas, the first of whom op­ 
posed the majority report; the other two 
urging the Convention to drop sentim ent 
and jiolicy and stick to principle, no m at­ 
ter what it cost. Dow, of M aine, favored 
tho m inority report, aa did also several 
others, and speakers in favor of the ma­ 
jority were num berless. 
8o th e dobate 
went on for nearly three hours toward 
the close. 
Mother Stewart, of Ohio, an old-time 
leader of the cause of Prohibition, spoke 
strongly in defense of the m ajority re­ 
port. 
M ills, of Ohio, one of the leaders of the 
opposition to Woman Suffrage, declared 
it would require twenty-five years to ed­ 
ucate the ¡«opio on suffrage to the same 
point to which they were educated tm 
Prohibition, and to adopt the majority 
report would set the party back thirty- 
five years. 
He pleaded with the Con­ 
vention not to do such a disparaging act. 
Kev. G. C ans agreed th at a question of 
honor was involved. 
The Prohibition 
party bad Becured th e accession of the 
Home Protection party in 1864 by prom­ 
ising to support Woman Suffrage, and to 
go back would be treason. 
John Uussell, of Michigan, and Ben­ 
nett, uf Kansas, also strongly supported 
the majority report, and Míhb Frances Ti. 
W illard rose as it proved to ciose the de­ 
bate. 
She spoke, favoring a comprom­ 
iso of the contending influences, and ap­ 
pealed to th e delegates to vote in favor 
of the original W oman’s Suffrage plank. 
As she closed, amid trem endous confu­ 
sion, a dozen voices were heard shouting 
for the previous question, and on being 
put, it was oarried by an overwhelming 
vote. 
. 
The am endm ent was then rejected and 
tho majority report adopted. The other 
planks were taken np and p at through 
with a rush. At the close of this work a 
resolution was added to the platform, on 
motion of Sam Small condemning the 
Democrat and Republican parties lor de­ 
nying self-government to 60,000 people 
of Dakota. 
A colored delegate from North Caro­ 
lina offered the following which was sec­ 
onded by Sam Small and immediately 
adopted : 
Resolved, That we hold that all men 
are born free and equal and should be 
Becured in their rights. 
The Convention then adjourned until 
8 r . m. 
Prom ptly at 8 o’clock Chairm an St. 
John rapped the Convention to order and 
p ro c e e d e d with tho business of the even­ 
ing session. The first thing done afier 
the Convention quieted down was the 
presentation of a motion by Delegate 
Stevens, of Pennsylvania, for the follow­ 
ing addition to tho tariff plank in the 
platform: “ And imposed upon such ar­ 
ticles of import os will give protection to 
m anufacturers, employees and producing 
labor, against the competition of the 
world. ” Tliis addition to th e tariff plank 
was adopted and an attem pt to recon­ 
sider failed. 
On motion of a delegate from Ohio, a 
resolution was placed before the house 
favoring the payment of pensions to ex­ 
soldiers and sailors, but in the confusion 
tho vote was uncertain, though Chair­ 
man St. Jo h n declared later it was car­ 
ried. 
On the calling of th e roll of States for 
nominations for the Presidency, silence 
prevailed until the nam e of th e State of 
New Jersey was called, then arose such 
cheering as had not before been witnessed 
in the Convention. Judge Morrow took 
the rostrum and in an eloquent speech 
prot'-eeded to ulace the nam e of Clinton 
B. Fisk before the Convention. 
His ad­ 
dress was short, yet one of the m ost pol­ 
ished delivered before tho Convention. 
H e paid a tribute to General Fisk os a 
m an of earnestness; a soldier, a states­ 
man and a Christian. As ho c'oBed the 
convention rose and aa one m an with 
one im pulse m inted th e m ention of his 
name. Cheer followed cheer in such ra­ 
pid succession, it was impossible to dis­ 
tinguish them . 
As noca os tho Convention qtueted 
down, a dozen voices were heard movitng 
that Clinton B. Fisk be nom inated by 
acclamaHon. Amid applause th e ques­ 
tion was p u t and ouuiod without a dis­ 
senting voice. The ¿om iostion was then 


lowed until tiio delegates wore Urod and 
hoarse. 
The dem onstration was kept up for ten 
m inutes or more, and for the tim e it 
seemed as though it would never cease. 
At length quiet was restored. 
Aftor tho 
fonnal announcement by tho Chairm an 
of the result, tho cali of /dates was begun 
for tho nomination of a candidato for 
Vice-President. 
Alabama, through T. F. Colson, placed 
in nomination Jo h n T. Tanner, whose 
nam e was received with alm ost equal ap­ 
plause to that with which Fisk's was re­ 
ceived. 
W hen Georgia was reached 8am Small 
took the 
flo o r, und in one of tho 
most 
flowery 
nominating 
speeches, 
paid tributo to tin* worth, earnest­ 
ness 
and 
zeal 
of 
out* 
of 
the 
noblest of them all, Geo. W. Bain, of 
l^xington, Kentucky. 
Bain, im medi­ 
ately after tho enthusiasm caused by the 
m ention of bin name had diod, pleaded 
with th e convention not to consider his 
nam o. 
CrieB of dissent were heard, but 
he insisto»! on th e plea of his being un­ 
able to stand tin* fatigue of tho campaign 
and that he would be more valuable on 
the stum p as agitator. 
The next nomination wns John P. 
Brooks, of Kansas City, by G. K. Christ­ 
ian, of Chicago. The applause with which 
his name was greeted was hearty and 
general, indeed equal to that accorded 
Bain. 
Bonnett, of Kansas, followe»l by nom­ 
inating 8am. Hmall, of Georgia, who »lo- 
clined to run. 
Manv speeches wore do- 
voted to seconding the previous nomina­ 
tions, until Texas was reached. Delegate 
Dickie, of M ichigan, Mrs. Hoffman, of 
Miasouri, Grew, of New York, Miller, of 
Oregon aud Stevens, of Pennsylvania, 
consented to th e nomination of Brooks. 
A num ber of seconds were made for 
Bmall. Texas, through J . B. Cranfell, 
nom inated E. L. Doheniny. 
At the close of the roll-call John T. 
Tanner, of Alabam a, roso and withdrew 
in favor of Brooks. 
Cranfell withdrew 
Doheniny and thon on motion of C hris­ 
tian, of Illinois, tho nomination of Jno. 
P. Brooks was put through by acclam a­ 
tion with a n ulling scene like that which 
succeeded Fisk's nomination. 
Brooks responde»! with thanks for the 
honor conferred, and promised to stand 
by the principles of the party with liia 
lifo. 
He urged ttie abandonment of sec­ 
tionalism, and delared he, although once 
a Confederate, was now a Union m an, 
loyal in all things, and would yield to no 
man in devotion to his country. 
As 
lie closed, cheers again broko forth. 
A 
short time having been spent in m aking 
announcem ents, the Convention, after 
singing and the benediction, at 12:30, ad­ 
journed sine die.

Ozrcna Is the proft-aelonal or technloal name 
given to an idranced form of catarrh In which 
ulceration has eaten through tho membrane 
lining of the nose to the cartlllage of tho bone.
